MEDICAL MEN 
ADOPT PUBLIC 
HEALTH PLANS 


TRADITION UPSET IN 
‘REVOLUTIONARY’ 
PROGRAM

Chicago, Sept. 17— The Ameri­ 
can Medical association today up­ 
set tradition by adopting revisions 
in its policy on health and welfare 
which some m em bers of its house 
of delegates term ed “ progressive 
and almost revolutionary.” 
The delegates, meeting in a 
special session here for the past 
two days, approved with few dis­ 
senting votes or objections five 
recommendations 
which 
agreed 
in 
most 
m ajor principles 
with 
the national health program out­ 
lined two months ago by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s inter-departm ent­ 
al committee on health and wel­ 
fare. 
Federal Help Needed 
That committee had declared 
the health of the people was a 
direct concern of the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
The Medical association 
agreed today that the health of 
impoverished persons should be 
protected with the use of state and 
federal funds when necessary. 
The president’s committee urged 
establishment of a federal depart­ 
ment of health, the secretary of 
which would be a m ember of the 
cabinet. 
The association agreed 
with the provision th a t “he m ust 
be a physician.” 
On 
the 
expansion 
of 
public 
health and 
m aternal 
and 
child 
welfare services 
the 
association 
agreed with the committee com­ 
pletely. 
I he delegates backed the com­ 
mittee In its endorsem ent of bet­ 
ter use of existing hospital facili­ 
ties but opposed the building of 
certain additional hospitals. They 
also endorsed plans for hosp*' 'I 
service insurance and cash indem­ 
nity insurance policies whit*; 
re­ 
m unerate a person 
during 
pro­ 
longed illness. 
Insurance Condemned 
They opposed vigorously, how­ 
ever. any 
plan 
of 
compulsory 
health insurance, 
contending 
it 
would be “a complicated, bureau­ 
cratic system which has no place 
in a democratic state” because it 
would lend itself “to political con­ 
trol and manipulation.” 
The delegates 
also 
expressed 
agreem ent with 
the 
president’s 
committee on plans to compensate 
workers for loss of wages during 
Illness and urged the expansion of 
workmen's 
compensation 
laws. 
The certification of a worker for 
such compensation should not be 
made by a private physician, how­ 
ever, they added, but by a medical 
employe of the concern employing 
the worker. 
Officials of the medical profes­ 
sion actively opposed the $850,- 
000,000 tax-paid national health 
program suggested at the national 
health conference in July. 
Today, however, the delegates 
declared “ we advocate recognition 
of the principle that the complete 
care of the indigent is a responsi­ 
bility of the community, the medi-

the European crisis. 
The gravity of the foreign situ­ 
ation impelled the president him­ 
self to cancel a speaking e n g a g e ­ 
ment for Tuesday at Chattanooga, 
Tenn. 
Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary of 
State Hull were in close touch 
throughout the day, although they 
had no announced meeting. Pres­ 
idential aides said th a t Hull and 
other 
state 
departm ent officials 
had been given right of way into 
the president’s office a t any time. 
Secretary Hull was unusually 
grave when he met correspondents 
at his press conference. 
He dis­ 
closed there had been informal 
discussions relative to the United 
States taking over Czechoslova­ 
kian interests in Germany in case 
of war, in line with an established 
diplomatic procedure. 
Hull said 
no formal step had been taken by 
the Czechoslovakian government, 
however, and that no action had 
been taken on the approach made 
through a consular officer.

Company Guards Tangle 
With Strikers At 
Creosote Plant 


Toledo, O., Sept. 17 (ZP)— Deputy 
sheriffs m aintained order tonight 
at 
the 
Federal 
Creosoting Co. 
plant w here 14 persons were in­ 
jured today 
in 
a 
clash between 
strikers and sympathizers and a 
group of company guards. 
Hospital attaches said most of 
the injured were suffering bird­ 
shot wounds. 
None was seriously 
hurt. 
Deputy Sheriff D o n a l d 
Cochran was among the injured, 
l l of whom were negroes. 
The plant was reopened by the 
company 
yesterday. 
The 
strike 
had been in progress since April 8. 
The company said workmen were 
ordered back to treat 400,000 rail­ 
road ties with creosote to prevent 
them from being irreparably dam ­ 
aged by w eather. 
Cochran said strikers and sym­ 
pathizers rushed the guards, who 
were arm ed with shotguns. 
The 
wounded men. declaring they car­ 
ried no arm s or weapons, said the 
guards began firing when they 
were about 50 yards away. 
The strike was called by the 
Firem en’s and Oilers’ Union, Sta­ 
tionary E ngineers’ Union, Crane 
Operators’ Union and Millmen’s 
Union, all American Federation of 
Labor units. 
They said the com­ 
pany failed to carry out a promise 
to increase wages. 
A skeleton picket line remained 
at the plant tonight.

Murder Trial May 


Solve Mystery Of 


Leeboves Career 


Harrison, Mich., Sept. 17 (ZP)— 
The oil country was hopeful to­ 
day that secret chapters 
in 
the 
enigmatic 
career 
of Isaiah Lee- 
hove, 
wealthy 
oil 
promoter, 
would be unfolded in the m urder 
trial of Jack 
Livingston, 
which 
opens W ednesday in circuit court 
here. 
Leebove, known as the “ mys­ 
tery man 
of 
Michigan 
politics” 
during the adm inistration of Gov­ 
ernor William A. Comstock, was 
shot to death on the night of May 
14 in a hotel tap-room at Clare. 
The defense, which has filed 
notice of an insanity plea, does 
not deny th at Livingston fired the 
fatal shots. 
Although 
Livingston's 
attor­ 
neys have withheld 
all 
informa­ 
tion concerning the defense, Liv­ 
ingston said after 
the 
shooting 
that Leebove had 
“ ruined” 
him. 
He declared he killed Leebove “ in 
the name of the people and good 
government,” hut he was not per­ 
mitted to elaborate on that asser­ 
tion. Livingston 
also 
expressed 
mortal fear of unidentified gang­ 
sters 
who, 
he 
claimed, 
were 
friends of Leebove. 
Linked W ith Underworld? 
Friends of Leebove denied the 
implication 
that 
Livingston had 
been treated unfairly by the oil 
man. Livingston and Leebove were 
associated in the 
Oklahoma 
oil 
fields before they came to Michi­ 
gan. Livingston w’as one of Lee­ 
bove’s original partners in Mich­ 
igan and, until a few years ago, 
was a lease buyer for Leebove’s 
Mammoth Petroleum & Refining 
Corp. Leebove’s friends have as­ 
serted that Leebove was forced to 
dismiss Livingston because of ir­ 
responsibility and excessive drink­ 
ing, and that Leebove continued 
to assist Livingston even after the 
dismissal. 
Any testimony concerning Lee­ 
bove’s political activities, his busi­ 
ness methods, and 
his 
reported 
associations 
with 
underworld 
characters would be offered by the 
defense, in support 
of 
Living­ 
ston’s contention 
that 
Leebove 
goaded him to desperation. 
James E. Ryan of Mt. Pleasant, 
a defensive attorney, was in De­ 
troit today interviewing prospec­ 
tive 
witnesses. 
Associated 
with 
Ryan in the defense are Charles 
Goggin of Alma aud 
Joseph 
K. 
Naumes of Clare. The defense at­ 
torneys have taken over a hotel 
suite at Clare, 
converting 
room into a law library.

Detroit, Sept. 17 (ZP) — Nearly 
19,000 workers expected tonight to 
return to their Jobs in automotive 
plants here early next week as the 
result of 4 settlement negotiated in 
a strike at the Briggs Manufactur­ 
ing company’s Mack Avenue plant. 
Orders to report for work await­ 
ed only ratification by members of 
the Briggs Local, United Automo­ 
bile Workers, at a meeting late to­ 
day. 
Members of the local voted 
unanimous approval of the settle­ 
ment. 
After Briggs’ operations are re­ 
sumed, the Plymouth 
plant 
and 
Windsor unit of the Chrysler Cor­ 
poration, which laid off 
approxi­ 
mately 9,000 men, will reopen as 
soon as new supplies of bodies and 
stampings from 
Briggs 
are 
re­ 
ceived. 
On another front, 
international 
UAW officials announced a “tem­ 
porary truce” in a strike that has 
been in progress at the McCord 
Radiator and Manufacturing com­ 
pany since Aug. 2, and urged strik­ 
ers to report for work 
Monday. 
The agreement provided for con­ 
tinued contract negotiations. 
However, several hours later N. 
J. Moskum, president of the local to 
which the McCord workers belong, 
said the local had 
rejected 
the 
truce and the strike would 
con­ 
tinue. 
For the second time this 
week Moskum accused Internation­ 
al UAW officials of going over his 


head in conferring with the man­ 
agement. 
Moskum said he would 
confer 
hUoggtR.., with 
company 
officials 
Monday. 
Both strike agreements develop­ 
ed shortly 
after 
the 
executive 
board of the UAW concluded its 
meeting at which a peace pact de­ 
signed to end factional strife was 
signed. 
The board is to reconvene 
Oct. 3 at United Mine 
Workers 
headquarters at Washington. 
Hampering restoration of 
har­ 
mony in the union ranks is the 
personal bitterness engendered by 
three months of name-calling.

Of St. Ignace Falls 


From Tug, Drowned 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Sept. 17 
(ZP)—The body of Capt. G. E. Stuf- 
flebeam of st. 
Ignace, 
veteran 
Great Lakes shipmaster, was found 
today in the St. Mary’s River and 
police said 
he 
apparently 
had 
stumbled and fallen from the Tug 
Favorite about 2 a. rn. 
He had been serving as wreck- 
master of the package 
freighter 
Queen for the underwriters since 
that vessel went aground off De­ 
troit this week and, with the aid 
of 
the 
Tug 
Favorite, 
he 
had 
brought the Queen to Sault 
Ste. 
Marie yesterday. 
Early suspicions of foul play in 
connection with his death 
were 
dispelled when a post mortem ex­ 
amination disclosed he had drown­ 
ed and that bruises on his head 
probably were caused by his fall. 
A taxicab driver told police he took 
Capt. Stufflebeam to the pier about 
2 a. rn. and saw him 
board 
the 
Favorite. 
Capt. Stufflebeam, 52 years old, 
was port captain at St. Ignace and 
commander of the Mackinac Trans­ 
portation fleet on the Straits 
of 
Mackinac at the time of his death. 
Master of “Alabama” 
He began his career as a bell­ 
boy on the Pere Marquette Line 
out of Ludington at the age of 17. 
By the time he was 23, he had ob­ 
tained his master’s papers, as the 
youngest captain 
on 
the 
Great 
Lakes. 
He commanded the City of Kala­ 
mazoo on the Chicago-South Ha- 
ven Line, sailed with the W. H. 
Becker line between Cleveland and 
Duluth and captained several ves­ 
sels of the Pere Marquette Carfer- 
ry Line before joining the Goodrich 
Transit Co. 
He was m aster of the 
Goodrich Flagship, Alabama, for l l 
years, resigning in 1928 to become 
superintendent of 
the 
Michigan 
State Carferries at the Straits of 
Mackinac. 
Subsequently, he 
operated 
the 
Theodore Roosevelt and other ex­ 
cursion steamers out of Chicago. 
In 1935, he succeeded his uncle as 
captain of the Railroad 
Carferry 
Chief Wawatam at the Straits of 
Mackinac. 
Capt. Stufflebeam’s father, who 
died many years ago, also was a 
lake captain. 
Surviving are the widow and one 
son, Robert, who is employed by 
the State.

It is a 
war-changed 
world 
that 
again 
hovers on the brink of war. 
Actual 
war In Europe would 
swamp W ashington again, as in 
1914, with dem ands that it act 
swiftly to aid stranded Americans 
in the countries involved. 
That 
was the first concern of the gov­ 
ernment then. It rushed millions 
in gold abroad to succor nationals, 
rich or poor, caugh t alike In the 
war panic in belligerent countries, 
faced by closed banks and carry­ 
ing useless letters of credit. 
The cruiser Tennessee was dis­ 
patched to E urope with millions 
in American gold for distribution 
to distressed Americans, some of 
them with millions of their own 
at home, in August, 1914. Much 
of the gold was supplied by Amer­ 
ican banks, but passage of a “ re­ 
lief” appropriation for war-bound 
Americans in Europe was almost 
the first act of congress necessi­ 
tated by that far-away conflict. 
W ork For Diplomats 
There are 100,000 or more Am­ 
ericans 
in 
the 
war-threatened 
countries of E urope today, by offi­ 
cial estimates. 
American embassies, legations 
and consulates in Europe hummed 
with feverish activity 
from 
the 
hour of the first war declaration, 
in 1914. Not only relief of Amer­ 
icans, but care of citizens of the 
w arring countries, 
stranded 
in 
enemy territory, fell upon their 
shoulders overnight. As the major 
neutral nation, custody 
of 
the 
diplomatic interests and the care 
of nationals in 
enemy 
territory 
fell to W ashington’s lot through a 
shower of requests from Berlin, 
St. Petersberg, 
Vienna, 
London, 
Paris and lesser capitals. 
W hat tile American role in that 
rohiject will be in any new

ropean conflict is unguessable un­ 
til that conflict breaks

I tends the Join t Three-State Com­ 
mission should have power to reg­ 
ulate commercial fishing on both 
sides of the Columbia River, as 
well as ocean troll fishing for sal­ 
mon, and should institute such 
tem porary m easures as may be ne­ 
cessary to prevent further deple­ 
tion of the salm on runs. 
Every 
attem pt 
to

stream pollution should be made, 
not only by the commission, but by 
people of the state, the report em­ 
phatically states. 
The rights of 
sports fishermen, especially where 
the steelhead is concerned, should 
also be considered.

W ashington, Sept. 17 ItP)— The 
battle of sabres abroad caught the 
ears of the capital this week, de­ 
spite an electoral outburst in the 
south that gave a flat rejection to 
handpicked senators. 
Interest in the crackle of for­ 
eign developments rose to a pitch 
that alm ost equalled that in the 
voting which gave approval to 
senators who did not speak the 
same language of 
liberalism 
as 
does 
President 
Roosevelt. 
It 
brought the president back to the 
capital from Rochester, Minnesota, 
wordless about domestic politics, 
but talking about the seriousness 
of overseas happenings. 
Die regards Election 
Those who travelled with him 
were impressed with the serious 
interest shown by the chief execu­ 
tive. 
He came silently into the 
capital, cancelled his usual press 
conference, and sat by to watch 
the inflow of diplomatic reports 
from abroad. 
So far as outward 
expression went, he might easily 
not have seen a newspaper bear­ 
ing word of the manner in which 
his candidate limped into third 
place in Georgia, his second home. 
But among those who watch do­ 
mestic. and not international, poli­ 
tics. speculation ran high on tho 
question of what might follow the 
results in Georgia, Maryland and 
South Carolina. 
Three southern 
states had rejected the advice of 
the president about whom they 
should elect as senators and gone 
their own ways. 


Resent Intrusion 


The figures in the three states 
left no doubt about the way the 
voters felt. 
They did not want 
Mr. Roosevelt’s candidates. 
They 
openly resented, and sometimes 
with vigorous language, what they 
regarded as an intrusion into their 
right of free selection of the men 
who should represent them in con­ 
gress. 
Speculation over the results fol­ 
lowed two chief lines of thought: 
To what extent will the smacking 
down of adm inistration candidates 
affect Mr. 
Roosevelt’s plans for 
dealing 
with 
the 
south? 
And. 
what effect will the show of elec­ 
toral disfavor have upon the next 
session of congress. 
Many millions of dollars have 
gone into 
the 
south 
in 
recent 
months to build roads and schools 
and courthouses and parks and 
bridges, to take care of men and 
women who could not feed and 
clothe themselves. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
has called the south the nation’s 
number one economic problem. 


W ill Money Stop? 
With the nomination of Sena­ 
tors Tydings. George and Smith, 
and 
the 
rejection 
of 
the men 
whom the president patted on the 
back in Maryland, Georgia and 
South Carolina, some officials in 
those states were wondering if the 
open handed gestures toward the 
south would continue. 
The ad­ 
m inistration has a wide range in 
the choice of its spending policies. 
The renomination of the three 
senators upon whom Mr. Roose­ 
velt had 
frowned 
already 
had 
brought talk of a move in the next 
congress to unseat Senator B ark­ 
ley as m ajority leader. 
Open talk 
had arisen, too, of a tight coalition 
of conservative Democrats. 
A move toward the accomplish­ 
ment of either of these might be 
em barrassing to the adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Senator 
Barkley, 
though 
backed by the presdient, won the 
leadership in ih e last congress by 
only one vote over Senator H arri­ 
son of M ississippi. 
Each congress 
proceeds to the election of its own 
officers and the fact that a man 
held a post in the preceding con­ 
gress is no assurance that he will 
bold it in tbe next, although that 
is what usually happens. 


Hay Replace Barkley 


In the not 
very 
distant past. 
however, a Republican house lead­ 
er was voted out of his post and a 
new man put in. 
If the m ajority 
of senate Dem ocrats are so mind­ 
ed, they can elect a new senate 
leader to replace Barkley at the 
outset of the next session. 
W hether they would *do that de­ 
pends upon several things. 
If the 
senators assailed by Mr. Roosevelt 
are vengeful, they m ight try it as 
a m easure of retaliation. 
If they 
wish to m ake a serious effort to 
block his program and route it 


1 down their own channels, they 
might choose to have a leader 
whose sympathies lay with them 
instead of with the chief execu­ 
tive. 
The whole field is wide open to 
speculation, 
however, 
with 
not 
many sign posts to guide a person 
across it. 
What the president will 
do with any program he might 
have in mind for improving con­ 
ditions in the south is known only 
to him— and he is not talking. 
What the senators might do with 
their renomination in the face of 
presidential 
disfavor 
is 
known 
only to them. 
They are not likely 
to talk until after they are elected 
on November 8. 
Two of them are 
certain of election then. 
A nomi­ 
nation in Georgia and South Caro­ 
lina means election. 
Tvdings has 
a Republican opponent in Mary­ 
land. 
It is a two party state. 
G. O. P. Encouraged 
In other sections of the country, 
the Republicans were warming up 
their biggest pitchers for use in 
the innings that stand between the 
prim aries and 
the 
general elec­ 
tions. 
Their best brand of oratory 
was tapped yesterday in a series 
of Constitutional day rallies ar­ 
ranged by the Republican national 
committee. 
The definite slaps at the admin­ 
istration, delivered, as they were, 
in two of the most solidly Demo­ 
cratic states in the union, gave 
encouragement to a party that had 
been driven in 1936 to the small 
sanctuary of Maine and Vermont. 
In fact, the Republicans were su f­ 
ficiently encouraged to say kind 
words about the south, and Re­ 
publicans in the south have been 
sprinkled thinly over a lot of ter­ 
ritory since the Civil war.

O American can read the foreign news

In troubled times like these, unthinking 
persons do considerable h a r m by drawing 
similarities between events of the 
early 
s u m m e r of 1914 and the 
present 
time. 
These 
persons 
are 
usually 
innocent 
enough; they may even thin k they are ac­ 
complishing good by opening the public 
mind to the more aggressive of the d a n ­ 
gers which threaten. 
Undeniably, 
they 
can m a k e their plea more telling by reviv­ 
ing hideous memories of w h at is past. But 
actually their is a m is tak en viewpoint. Be­ 
cause rarely do similar political situations 
reproduce precisely sim ila r results. 
T here is today one conspicuous differ­ 
ence between now and t h a t fateful s u m ­ 
mer of 1914. 
That difference lies In the 
attitu d e of Great B ritain with regard to 
its responsibilities for peace in Europe, as 
expressed forcefully by Sir John Simon in 
his recent Scottish speech. 
In 1914 Great 
Britain was silent or undecided. 
No E u r o ­ 
pean power know just w h at she might he 
expected to do in a given situation. Today 
she has spoken. 
She has warned vigorous­ 
ly and challengingly; no power could m is­ 
u n dersta nd her position. 
In this fact, which m ay he outw ardly 
small, lies an im portant difference; in it 
there lies reason, h u m a n ly speaking, tor 
hope to spring up in m e n ’s hearts. History 
does not necessarily have to repeat Itself.

Chicago.— Chicago has locked 
up the mouth of its famous little 
river. It has latched the river’s 
outlet on Lake Michigan with 
a 
$2,600,000 PWA project opened 
this last week, a navigation lock 
and control works that will pre­ 
vent the stream from ever again 
disobeying engineers' orders and 
flow ing Into the fresh-water lake 
from which 
Chicago 
gets 
its 
drinking w a te r . 
The fo n ta l opening of the lock 
occurred when the U. S. S. W il­ 
m ette 
steamed 
Its 
gray 
form 
through the 
lake-side 
entrance. 
City officials, representatives 
of 
the Sanltory District, and the U. 
8. Army took part in the 
cere­ 
mony. Then the lock was announc­ 
ed open for use, although the last 
link of the lake wall which is to 
connect It with a harbor bulkhead 
and land has not yet been built.

Some 38 years ago engin­ 
eers made it flow upstream and 
join the Mississippi River drain­ 
age system instead of the Great 
Lakes, emptying into the Gulf of 
Mexico instead of the St. Law­ 
rence. They did this because it is 
used for city drainage, and Lake 
Michigan water had to be 
kept 
clean for drinking. And ever since 
then it has been necessary to see 
that the river does not revert to 
Its old habit of emptying into the 
lake. 
Because other states bordering 
on the Great Lakes objected to 
Chicago’s diversion of water on 
the grouuds that 
it 
interfered! 
with navigation, and were given a 
favorable verdict by the Supremet 
Court in 1930, the Sanitary Dis­ 
tract of this Chicago region, after 
Jan. I, 1939, can take a maxi­ 
mum of only 1,500 cubic feet of 
water 
per 
second 
from 
Lake 
Michigan, instead of the 10,000 
c. s. f. it once used and the 4,167 
c. s. f. wThich the W ar Departm ent 
now permits. 
This will make the stream so 
sluggish (moving at a rate of only 
ane-tenth of a mile per hour un­ 
der certain conditions) th a t It will 
take only a good heavy rain to 
send the river back to Lake Mich­ 
igan if it is uncontrolled at its 
mouth, engineers explain.

INSULATION OF 
ATTIC SIMPLE 


Tho insulation of an attic floor 
may be accomplished in 
several 
ways. Stiff or rigid board sheets 
of insulation 
material 
may bo 
laid over the attic floor and then 
covered 
with 
another floor. A 
loose material that has a high 
insulation value may be poured 
between the ceiling joist or a 
blanket form of insulation mater­ 
ial fitted in between the joists. 
If there is no floor in the attic 
you may lay one of the rigid 
boards directly on top of the 
ceiling 
joists. 
Such 
insulation 
will save a great deal of heat 
loss through the attic and roof. 


MIRRORED SHELVES

k depths of our hearts, forms 
the 
| stones for the Brotherly Temple 
of Mankind.” 
“President Roosevelt donated 
stone from his Hyde Park estate 
and a brick from the White House 
offices which underwent remodel­ 
ing. 
Stones from the birthplaces 
of former Presidents Jackson and 
Johnson are. also, in the marker, 
as is one from former President 
Harding’s home at Marion. 
A stone from the most eastern 
point of land In the United States 
was sent in by the lodge of least 
port.

Forest Protectors Don’t 
Complain About Small 
Number of Blazes 


Fires during the month of Au­ 
gust in the Escanaba protection 
urea of the state conservation de­ 
partment totaled only ten blazes 
and 
the 
loss 
for 
those 
fires 
amounted to only 25 acres to con­ 
tinue the new low record of fire 
loss being maintained this year. 
Thus far in the month of Septem­ 
ber there have been no forest fires 
reported. 
Opportunity 
to 
try out new 
forest 
fire 
equipment has been 
rather limited this season, but the 
state’s 
forest 
fire chiefs aren ’t 
complaining much. 
One of the new pieces of equip­ 
ment put into use for the first 
time this year is a rubber tired 
plow which w’as developed at the 
forest fire experiment station near 
Roscommon. 
The advantages of 
this plow are that it can be trans­ 
ported safely at high speeds up to 
55 miles an hour, that it can be 
hooked to automobile, truck or 
tractor and that it plows a double 
furrow which makes a wide clean 
fire break. 
The fire season has 
been so light this year, due to ab­ 
normal rainfall, that there has not 
been much chance to test the new 
plow’ but on the few occasions it 
h s been tried it has operated with 
high efficiency. 
A reduction in the time elapsing 
between the fire towerman’s re­ 
port of smoke and the arrival of 
a fire crew on the scene of the 
blaze has been noted in several 
sections of the state, due largely 
to extension of the communica­ 
tions 
system 
of telephone lines 
and radio. 
To date, about 7,000 acres have 
been burned over by fires this sea­ 
son, scarcely half of last y ear’s to­ 
tal acreage loss which was the 
smallest in the state’s history— 
which is why the forest fire fight­ 
ers do not mind much because 
they have not had many chances 
to try out new equipment. 
Dur­ 
ing the third week in August only 
13 fires occurred in the entire 
state and were confined to 16 
acres.

Patrol Fleet Acts 
To Cut Fish Law

HUNTING TIME 
IS HERE AGAIN 


Have Your Dogs Ready 
for Fall Campaign 
After Game 


OZARK RIPLEY 
If you are to get the full 
en­ 
joyment and 
cooperation 
from 
your hunting dogs, you must get 
them ready for the fall season by 
brushing up their skill in the hunt 
or educating them properly itt the 
fundamentals of field work. Green 
dogs win require more time 
aud 
patience than veterans which will 
quickly recall past lessons. 
Retrieving is a major require­ 
ment of any bird or game dog and 
should be one of the accomplish­ 
ments made paramount. 
Obedi­ 
ence in making a retrieve is 
es­ 
sential. No retriever which has 
been properly trained will fetch 
before given the order to do so. 
After receiving the command 
to 
fetch he should carry it out 
as 
speedily as possible and without 
mouthing the 
object 
retrieved. 
Scenting ability and the ability to 
follow directions given by hand 
should be drilled into all dogs re­ 
quired to retrieve. 
Start The Puppy Right 
A good plan for educating 
a 
puppy is to shake a ball or an old 
glove in front of him. Let the pup­ 
py take the object in his teeth and 
then take it from him and throw 
it a short distance away. He will 
in most cases chase 
after 
the 
thrown object and after giving it 
a shake bring it back to you. Each 
time the object is 
thrown 
you 
should tell the dog. “ fetch". Re­ 
peat this operation until the pup­ 
py understands what 
is 
desired 
and then increase the distance to 
which the object is thrown. Don't 
continue the training session too 
long or the puppy will lose inter­ 
est and tire of what should 
lie 
sport for 
him. 
Similar 
lessons 
should be given each day until th** 
pup develops a quick and natural 
reaction to the word "fetch” . Re­ 
ward the dog with a small bit of 
meat when he obeys instructions 
correctly. 
Importance of Beent 
After the puppy has been train­ 
ed to fetch an object using sight 
alone as his guide, he should be 
drilled in using scent.

with extreme care. 
Following is 
the dope on how to take them still- 
fishing at buoys: 
Place a buoy over gravelly or 
sandy bottom about 60 to IOO feet 
deep for summer fishing. 
Bait 
this spot moderately twice daily 
for three days with skinned pieces 
of suckers or chubs, boiled lice. 
canned 
sweet 
corn, 
or

cracked corn.

come regularly for this feed, bait 
the buoy lightly only after the 
fishing has ended in the evening. 
Handline or rod outfits may be 
used. 
The first is preferred if

though, a rod should be used. 
The handline rig may consist of 
the required length of linen line, 
sinker heavy enough to carry the 
bait to the bottom, a double-snell- 
ed hook of size 8 or IO. and a tiny 
piece of sucker meat for bait. The 
rod gear may be a 6-foot. 5-ounce 
split bamboo unit, 
single-aetion 
reel, 
12-pound 
test 
silk 
line, 
three-foot light leader, sinker, und 
hook. 
CAUTION AGAINST 
JERKING ON I ANE 
Hold the bait about two feet 
from bottom. 
Whitefish nibble 
or sink in the 
bait 
cautiously. 
When tine bites, do not jerk tho 
line to set the hook, or you will 
tear it out. 
Merely raise your rod 
firmly, and if you feel the fish is 
hanging on. baul or reel in line 
slowly and steadily. 
This added 
strain usually imbeds the hook se 
curely. 
You 
must 
now later to the 
whims of the victim quickly, but 
without haste, or you will lose the 
fight. 
The fish likely will begin 
pulling back. or kicking strongly, 
and in rapid succession. 
Or it will 
start swimming wildly in circles. 
Perhaps it will suddenly hold it­ 
self rigid, or it may even swim 
upwa rd. 
These tricks to gain freedom 
and fool the angler demand easing 
tho pressure on the line, or a 
slightly faster retrieve. 
You have 
to judge this on the spur of the 
moment, and work accordingly.

Over 200 Take Part In Ceremony 
and Cruise Down River to Falls 


One of the Upper Peninsula’s 
leading tourist attractions, beauti­ 
ful Tahquamenon falls, 
became 
more easily accessible to the pub­ 
lic Friday as Beach and H unter’s 
now river boat, “Tahquamenon,” 
went into service on the run to 
the falls. The vessel was dedicat­ 
ed in ceremonies 
which 
began 
with a banquet on Thursday night 
at Newberry and were climaxed by 
the christening 
and 
dedication 
trip to the falls on Friday after­ 
noon. 
Over 
200 persons participated 
in the dedication ceremony and 
took part in the cruise down river 
to the falls. 
Among them were 
Newberry 
and Sault Ste. Marie 
residents, people of the locality 
who had made many trips to the 
falls before, and many who were 
attracted from great distances and 
who had never before seen the 
falls. 
Upper Tahquamenon falls are 
often compared to Niagara. 
The 
quiet river rolls softly to the edge 
of the cataract, gathering speed as 
it nears 
the 
brink, 
and 
then 
plunges in a sheer drop over an 
overhanging cliff. Both sides of 
tho river are heavily wooded, and 
below the falls is a gorge 
with 
cliff-like sides of weathered rock. 
Owners Optimistic 
In spite of the fact that a road 
to the falls, 
which may now be 
reached only by way of the river, 
has been proposed, the owners of 
the new craft are optimistic about 
the future of travel on the Tah- 
quamenon. 
“ If a highway had been built 
to the falls this summer, I would 
have gone ahohd with the new 
boat just the same.” said genial 
.Joe Beach of the Beach and H unt­ 
er 
partnership. 
“The boat trip 
along the Tahquamenon river ap­ 
peals to tourists just as much as 
the actual falls do,” 
he 
said. 
“ They like to leave their cars and 
driving worries behind for awhile, 
and get off into a place like this 
where they are away from civiliz­ 
ation all day long.” 
“ On one trip we saw SO dem­ 
and a couple of bear,” Joe said, 
his smile revealing his gold tooth. 
“ Of course that was in fly time, 
when they like to come down into 
the water for relief, but we sec a 
few deer and a bear or so every 
trip.” 
Loud in his praises of the re­ 
gion. Ben East, Grand Rapids out­ 
doors writer termed it one of the 
leading tourist attractions above 
the Straits. “ Tahquamenon Falls 
and the river of Hiawatha are the 
greatest single attraction drawing 
visitors to the Upper Peninsula to­ 
day.” he said at the dedication 
Iranquet, “and the surface has on­ 
ly been scratched.” 
Praise for th e pioneering work 
of Beach and Hunter in bringing 
about the Tahquamenon river ser­ 
vice was coupled by East with a 
challenge to the Upper Peninsula 
to inventory its resources and its 
liabilities in anticipuation of a tre­ 
mendous development in the tour­ 
ist industry during the next 25 
years. 
“ Nothing in the United States 
can touch the Upper Peninsula as 
a tourist haven,” he told an ap­ 
plauding audience. 
Started In 1930 
The 
Beach-Hunter partnership 
was started in 1930, and was the 
beginning of the realization of a 
dream of Joe Beach. In his nine 
A ears as a conservation officer. 
Joe had become familiar with the 
river and the region. He was con­ 
vinced that people would want to 
make the river trip to the falls. 
Starting 
with 
a small boat in 
1930. the partners expanded their 
facilities as the traffic increased. 
Last season they carried about 
20.non passengers on the 23-mile 
trip, and Joe began to feel that 
they were ready to go ahead. The 
n e w craft, the Tahquamenon, is a 
part of the fulfillment 
of 
his 
dream. 
Built on a steel hull, the new 
vessel will carry 800 passengers. 
It was constructed by the Amer­ 
ican Steel and Dredge company of 
Fort Wayne. Ind.. and was built 
in 8 sections so that it could be 
transported to the river. Tile sec­ 
tions were bolted together on the 
side of the river, where the craft 
was launched a month ago. Floors 
and siding of the two decks are 
made of wood. Clyde A. Walb of 
Fort Wayne, president of the com­ 
pany which built the boat, 
was 
present with Mrs. Walb for the 
dedication cruise. 


The boat has the same general 
lines as a river barge, and is rec­ 
tangular in shape. It is 72 feet in 
length and 30 feet wide. Powered 
by two 120 horsepower gasoline 
engines, its twin propellers 
will 
move it at over 8 miles per hour. 
Steering is by two rudders at the 
stern. Both rudder and motor con­ 
trols are hydraulically 
operated 
from the pilothouse. An unusual 
feature of the craft is that it can 
be lengthened by the addition of 
new sections. 
“T rolley” Is Used 
The 
“Toonerville 
Trolley” is 
used by passengers to the falls. 
who reach it at Soo Junction. It is 
here that civilization ends on the 
Tahquamenon trip, when automo­ 
biles are left behind and no roads 
are 
seen. 
On the five-mile trip 
from Soo Junction to 
H u n ter’s 
Landing, the narrow guage rail­ 
way follows an old logging line 
that led to H unter’s mill. Robert 
Hunter, partner in the river busi­ 
ness. was one of the brothers tak­ 
ing part in the 
old 
lumbering 
business. 
The Tahquamenon falls area is 
now a state park, but has not been 
deve oped. Extensive development 
of the area is opposed by many 
persons of the region, who fear 
that it may lose its natural beauty 
and the appeal it owns as a wild­ 
erness area. 
There 
are 
only three towns 
along the banks of the Tahqua- 
menon. 
McMillan and Newberry 
are located a mile or so from the 
stream and Dollarville is on its 
banks. The latter is named for 
Captain Robert Dollar, the famous 
“Cappy Ricks” of Peter B. Kyne 
fame who learned 
the 
lumber 
business on 
the 
Tahquamenon. 
Wide swamps and marshes bor­ 
dering its banks discourage set-* 
slers, 
though 
logging 
roads 
abound throughout the region. 
Among those taking part in the 
banquet and dedication celebra­ 
tion, which was arranged under 
the supervision of Herman H u ­ 
bert, were J. P. Rahilly of the 
State Conservation 
commission; 
Dr. Jones of Bay City who. Rahil­

The a r g u ­ 
ment is put forward th a t th rough 
faith and blind obedience insuper­ 
able difficulties have been

come inside Germany, and 
that 
th rough the same faith and blind 
obedience, under inspired leader­ 
ship. the Nazi cause can be buried 
as an entirely ineffecnitely 
and 
beyond G erm an y ’s present bound­ 
aries. 
In the first speech— the 
one 
m ade last Tuesday— Hitler spoke 
of “ the miracle that destiny w ork­ 
ed on us. . . . At the beginning of 
this miracle stood belief." 
And 
in this speech he assured the Ger­ 
man people that 
“ tho 
idea 
of 
blockading Germany can be bur­ 
ied as an entirely ineffective wea­ 
pon”— that Germany is 
already, 
self-sufficient in peace or in war. 
In the second speech— th e one 
delivered F rida*— he again e m ­ 
phasized that the cause of 
N a t­ 
ional Socialism itself was, at the 
outlet, 
pronounced 
“ hopeless.” 
th at it had to withstand “ the on­ 
slaught. of a world of enem ie s,” 
th a t nevertheless it emerged vic­ 
torious; and th e 
conclusion 
is 
draw n th at victory is one of 
its 
plements. 
Addressing his p a rty henchmen, 
he said: “ Never during those fif­ 
teen years ( th e years of the p ar­ 
ty’s existence) did you ever ques­ 
tion the futu re, and, above 
all, 
you unflinchingly gave me 
your 
confidence.” And on the basis of 
the victories of those fifteen years, 
which he described as “ niiracul- 
oua.” he asserts, “ Germany 
will 
lapitulate to no one.”

Parenthetically, it ought to be 
pointed out th a t there is no ques­ 
tion of Germany 
“ capitulating” 
no o re is attacking Germany. Ger­ 
many is attacking another state. 
whose sovereignty she wishes 
to 
destroy, and the issue is w hether 
the Czechs will 
forced to ca p­ 
itulate by the unwillingness 
of 
the great democracies to 
u n d er­ 
take th e full responsibilities 
of 
their treaties. 
But th e use of the phrase 
in 
Hitler's m outh is another dem on­ 
stratio n of th e extent to 
which 
his own propaganda has warped 
the mind of th e German dictator 
m d his sub-servant followers. 
F o r five years a myth has been 
built up u nder which Germany is 
miraculously protected by destiny 
m d divine leadership, and under 
which any opposition to this di­ 
vine leadership and inevitable des­ 
tiny constitutes aggression. 
And th e blindest belief in the 
myth is in the mind of the Leader 
himself. 
In the process of making 
the 
G erm an people impervious to any 
othar opinion and to any c o n tra­ 
dictory facts, the dictator has con­ 
vinced himself. 
This conviction 
goes so far that it is actually pos­ 
sible for him to believe that 
the 
world will be impressed by 
tile 
morality of his defense 
of 
the 
rights of minorities, despite 
the 
fact that he has set a sta ndard 
of brutality for history 
in 
hiH 
treatm ent of the Jewish minority! 
in his own country; despite 
the 
fact that in thp newly acquired 
“ O stm a rk ” — former 
Austria — 
men and women are

suicide at the rate of hundreds a 
week 
It is actually possible for him to 
believe that the world will be ou t­ 
raged by the imprisonment of men 
openly conspiring to destroy

W ashington, D. C.— The unrest 
of labor so prevalent In nearly all 
parts of the country la the rumb­ 
ling of a past that can not be ig­ 
nored in appraising the present 
situation. 
The problem of labor 
Is not new, and the difficulties of 
labor have their setting alm ost 
from the beginning of American 
life. 
Before 
the 
industrial 
era, 
which began about 1840, labor in 
America was divided into three 
classes— slave, 
indentured, 
and 
free. 
Free 
labor 
was 
alm ost 
wholly skilled labor, and skilled 
craftsmen 
held 
an 
important 
place in the development of the 
new 
country. 
The 
blacksmith, 
for 
example, was wagonwright, 
manufacturer of farm and house­ 
hold implements, and nail maker, 
as well as horse-shoer. 
Skilled labor was scare in the 
early days and remained so until 
increasing 
Immigration 
brought 
craftsm en from Europe in greater 
and greater numbers. 
But while 
work was plentiful and unemploy­ 
m ent was perhaps not a serious 
problem, hours were long, work 
was hard, and standards of living 
were 
low. 
The 
artisan’s 
food 
was simple, often coarse, confined 
to 
the 
bare necessities of life. 
His home was a 
sm all, 
rather 
dreary, crowded place, heated by 
open 
fires, 
and furnished with 
« 


andmade furniture crudely con­ 
tracted. 
W orking 
tools were primitive 
compared to those of today, and 
the workday was from sunrise to 
sunset, with brief periods of rest 
for breakfast and dinner. 
When 
the carpenters of Boston struck 
in 1832 for a 10-hour day, the 
m aster builders offered a rate of 
$2.00 a day to break the strike. 
T hat 
rate 
was 50 cents a day 
higher than carpenters were re* 
ceiving at the time. The prevail* 
ing 
wages 
for skilled labor in 
1833 ranged from $1.12 to $1.75 
a day, and a workday was from 
thirteen to fourteen hours. 
The first laborers to m igrate to 
America in large numbers were 
indentured 
servants from Great 
B ritain and redemptionera from 
Europe. 
An indentured servant, 
before leaving his home country, 
signed a contract to work for the 
m aster who transported him, but 
a redem ptioner came on his own 
responsibility, expecting to 
find 
upon 
his 
arrival 
a m aster to 
whom to sell his services. 
A servant became the property 
of his m aster as soon as the sale 
was effected. 
The indenture spe­ 
cified 
the 
duration of bondage, 
the kind of service to be given, 
the 
obligations 
of both m aster 
and servant, and the am ount of 
money or goods to be paid the 
servant at the expiration of his 
term , which, for adults, was us- 
fcually either four or five years. 
^ 
A servant had practically the 
same status as a slave. 
He could 
be resold w ithout his consent; he 
could not m arry w ithout his mas­ 
te r’s consent, and his living and 
w orking 
conditions were wholly 
beyond 
his 
control. 
Running 
away was a crime, punished by 
extending the time in bondage. 
Some early industries in Penn­ 
sylvania 
and 
Maryland 
were 
m anned almost entirely by these 
workers, in some instances skill­ 
ed craftsm en, to whom even per­ 
sonal 
liberty 
was denied until 
they had worked out their term s 
as bondsmen. 
The indenture system died out 
as the population of the country 
grew and labor 
became 
more 
plentiful. 
A few contracts were 
draw n up as late as 1833, how­ 
ever, and many were still in force 
in th at year. 
Advent of Slavery 
The year before the Pilgrims 
landed 
at 
Plym outh 
Rock, 
a 
Dutch 
ship 
unloaded at Jam es­ 
town, Virginia, a cargo of African 
Negroes 
who 
were sold to the 
planters as slaves. 
Thus at the 
very 
beginning 
of 
colonisation 
. was 
introduced 
the 
system 
of 
slave 
labor 
which 
obtained in 
America for nearly 
260 
years, 
and by which most of the heavy, 
menial labor of a new country 
was performed. 
Slavery 
was 
at first general 
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throughout the New W orld settle­ 
ments, but it proved impractica­ 
ble in the North and was gradual­ 
ly eliminated as an economic sys­ 
tem. 
W ithin a few years after 
the establishm ent of the Republic 
all the States north of Maryland 
had abolished slavery. 
On the great tobacco and cot­ 
ton 
plantations 
of 
the 
South, 
however, slave labor was regard­ 
ed as the only possible method of 
m eeting their labor needs. W hile 
slaves were used chiefly as agri­ 
cultural laborers, a great many 
were also employed in domestic 
pursuits and as skilled workers. 
When the Emancipation Proc­ 
lamation in 1863 and the defeat 
and collapse of the Confederacy in 
1865 ended slavery, four million 
Negroes 
were 
thrown 
into the 
class of laborers and domestic ser­ 
vants. 
As greater educational op 
portunities opened for them they 
extended their fields of employ­ 
ment. 
During 
and 
since 
the 
World 
War, 
especially, Negroes 
have become industrial workers 
and 
skilled 
craftsmen, and are 
rapidly entering the professions. 
A century' ago merchant ship­ 
ping and the building of ships 
were among the foremost Ameri­ 
can industries. 
American sailing 
ships were the fastest up to that 
tim e, 
and 
New 
England ship­ 
yards 
were 
kept 
busy 
turning 
them out for use at home and for 
sale abroad. 
Merchant shippers sent their 
fleets out from Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, 
and 
Charleston to 
the ports of the world, and espe­ 
cially to the Orient. 
Officers and 
crews in the employ of the ship­ 
pers received what were in those 
days high salaries— often J50.00

seamen and cooks, in addition to 
maintenance. 
The story of the maritime in­ 
dustries changed abruptly, how­ 
ever, with the development of the 
steamship in the middle of the 
nineteenth century. 
American la­ 
bor was not attracted to the new 
method of transportation 
as 
it 
had been to the old. 
Consequent­ 
ly, a different type of worker and 
a different labor policy were in­ 
troduced, and standards 
tended 
constantly to degenerate. 
During 
the 
latter 
half of the century, 
hours of labor on shipboard in­ 
creased to appalling length, and 
living conditions became intoler­ 
able. 
Seamen deserted in great 
numbers, and their recapture was 
attended with violence and severe 
punishment. 
Hand in hand with shipping as 
a result 
of 
m anufacturing 
and 
trading was another great indus­ 
try 
IOO 
years 
ago. 
This was 
whaling, which is practically ex­ 
tinct today. 
It is difficult now to 
realize that whales were once of 
the greatest importance, industri­ 
ally 
and 
commercially. 
W hale 
oil was used for lubricating and 
for general illuminating. 
W hale 
bone was extensively used in the 
m anufacture of many articles. 
To meet the demand for these 
products, 
10,000 
whales 
were 
needed annually, and to keep the 
industry supplied with ships, men, 
and equipment, related enterpris­ 
es 
were 
developed 
on a large 
scale. 
W haling was an occupa­ 
tion of youth. 
The rank and file 
of whalemen were boys still in 
their 
teens, 
and 
only officers 
were men of middle age. The lure 
of adventure and daring was prob­ 
ably counteracted by the living 
and 
working 
conditions of the 
whalers, and one voyage was like­ 
ly to prove quite enough. 
Passage of the Seaman’s Act 
Danger, privation, and grueling 
monotony 
were 
inherent in the 
work. 
Quite 
often 
a 
voyage 
would last as many as four years. 
Earnings were low, often as little 
as IO cents a day for some voy­ 
ages. 
While wages were In addi­ 
tion to maintenance, they were 
subject to many charges and de­ 
ductions, such as purchases from 
the ship’s stores and indebtedness 
for 
outfits 
sold at extortionate 
prices. 
It was not unusual for a 
whaleman to find himself actual­ 
ly in debt to his employer after 
working on a vessel throughout 
a long voyage. 
It was largely because of the 
remembered history 
of 
whaling 
days, and because of the develop­ 
ment of similar conditions that 
existed 
in shipping about 1850, 
that caused a concerted action to 
improve conditions. 
Bad conditions 
in 
connection 
with shipping continued, however, 
until 
1915, 
when the Seam an’s 
Act was passed. 
This 
brought 
about m aterial improvements. 
It 
requires th at decent and sanitary 
living 
quarters 
be provided for 
crews, regulation of their hours, 
and protection of their earnings 
against 
exploitations 
formerly 
practiced .

attorney Lawrence 
Camp, a New Dealer for whom the 
president made a personal appeal 
to Georgians last month, ran third. 
The Democratic nomination is tan­ 
tam ount to election in Georgia. 
Investigating Reports 
Talmadge 
announced 
Friday 
night he was investigating reports 
of 
voting 
irregularities with a' 
view to a possible contest of the 
election. 
In an interview today, George 
said: 
“ In order to remain the tru e 
liberal party, the Democratic p ar­ 
ty m ust resist efforts of groups 
who have special, selfish interest 
in
